age rate IB 125 We nave therefore in 
creased the "per centum of tariff" or else 
General Palmer considered that he W 
talking to a congregation of blockheads 
at Girard.

A New Optical Instrument. 


Professor J. Thomae, the optician, bas 


received an optical instrument, called the 
Dioptric Eye Meter, which the most noted 
occulists oreier over all others m fitting 
the eyes and is attracting a great deal of 
attention in scientific circles. 
The in- 


strument rests three feot above the floor 
on a stand which contains an extension 
capable of lifting it three feet higher. 
The globe is b'/z inches in diameter and 
contains four sets of disc lenses, num- 
bered m dioptrics spherical convex, 
spherical concave, cylindrical convex and 
lylmdrical concave lenses. 
These uce 


controlled by thumb screws on the right 
and left of the globe. 
The ingenious 


construction of the metrament enables 
;he skilled operator to throw before the 
eye any one or more of these different 
imds of lenses. 
When any lens must 


stand at any particular ans to fit the eye 
correctly, the globe, which is divided 
nto two hemispheres, is so constructed 
,hat 
the posterior hemisphere may be 


rotated to either the right or left, carry 
ng the cylindrical lens with it and b» 
•brown at any angle desired, so as to 
specially determine just what artificial 
B'd the eye needs to secure perfect vision.
